In conversation with Oriental Secretary of the mission, 
Syrian Minister of Defence when teckled about dangers of Areb 
irregulars clashing with British troops in Palestine replied 
thst ell Areb irregulars have received repeated instructions 
to avoid action against British troops. Most recent orders 
were thet no operation should be undertaken against Jews 

which would last more than half en hour and from which 
irregulers cannot be totally disengaged in two hours (estimated 
time of arrival of British troops). Minister of Defence added 
that Jews were frequently using British Army markings on their 
uniforms so as to deceive the Arabs and had by this means 
inflicted casualties on Arabs.
